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essential to all Christian living. It has several 
forms: five facets that have their separate 
function in our lives for Christ. 

First is an intellectual faith that provides a mental 
foundation for the effectual manifestations of faith 
that must follow in the Christian experience. The 
first act of faith that takes hold of our hearts to 
change us and make us like Him is saving faith, by 
which we are justified. With this we enter into His 
presence and begin a new life of growing trust and 
assurance in Him. 


3. Living Faith 

When saving faith has done its work in our lives, 
God plants within our hearts a seed of faith that 
should grow until it dominates the whole of us. This 
is that faith without which it is impossible to please 
God and which, coupled with our seeking of God, will 
bring His rewards into our lives. 


Now the just shall live by faith: but if 
any man draw back, my soul shall have no 
pleasure in him (Hebrews 10:38). 

* * * 


But without faith it is impossible to please 
him: for he that cometh to God must believe 
that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him (Hebrews 11:6). 


Most of the great “faith chapter,” Hebrews 11, has 
reference to this living faith. We must have it con- 
sistently in our lives simply to live for and with God. 
Grace plants it as a seed in our hearts (Matthew 17: 
20), it is increased by the Word and by its own ex- 
ercise (Luke 17:5) until, as a fruit of the Spirit, it be- 
comes the ruling principle of our lives (Galatians 5: 
23). 

This is that faith by which Paul lived: 


I am crucified with Christ: nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and 
the life which I now live in the flesh I live by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me (Galatians 2:20). 


This is that faith by which we walk (2 Corinthians 
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5:7), and have perpetual access to the Father (Ephe- 
sians 3:12), and by which we overcome the world 
(1 John 5:4). Because this faith can be great or 
small, the measure of our Christian commitment is 
dependent upon it. The greater our faith the better 
our lives for Him. 


4. Intercessory Faith 

Faith is the only Christian grace that is named 
both as a fruit of the Spirit (Galatians 5:23) and as 
a gift of the Spirit (2 Corinthians 12:9). The fruit is 
different from the gift. The fruit is that living faith 
by which we personally live for Christ in hope, trust, 
confidence, assurance. The gift is a manifestation of 
supreme faith which often brings a response from 
God into the lives of others. We will call it inter- 
cessory faith. 

This faith has the power to produce miracles in 
our own lives and the lives of others. 


And the prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he 
have committed sins, they shall be forgiven 
him (James 5:15). 


Sometimes the faith of two or more persons will 
unite to bring about a marvelous act of divine power. 


And there sat a certain man at Lystra, im- 
potent in his feet, being a cripple from his 
mother’s womb, who never had walked: The 
same heard Paul speak: who stedfastly be- 
holding him, and perceiving that he had faith 
to be healed, Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked (Acts 14:8-10). 

The fact that God will give us a faith which 
reaches beyond our own lives to touch the hearts of 
others is one of the glorious realities of the spiritual 
life. If He so wills, we may indeed intercede for others 
with such faith that God will do a work in one person 
in response to the petition of another. 


Not all who have living faith have this gift of faith. 
It comes as a divine manifestation of God’s Spirit and 
power. It is no more motivated by self-effort than are 
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PENTECOSTAL FACTS OF ACTS 
By DAVID L. LEMONS 
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the other spiritual gifts. Yet it does come in a time of 
need according to the degree of our dedication and 
expectancy. 

We must remember, however, that perfect living 
faith is a prerequisite for this dynamic faith. Unless 
we first have that fruit faith that operates in love 
(Galatians 5:6), any gift of faith we may claim is 
only a pretense and a sham (1 Corinthians 13:2). 

This gift faith is not given to all. Yet God would 
have us all to be so yielded to Him that He can 
manifest it through us any time He wills. He gives 
such faith when the need appears. It is impossible to 
develop it by our own efforts. The manifestation of the 
gift is as much a divine process as is speaking with 
tongues, healing the sick, or the manifestation of any 
other of the gifts. 

All this means that we must be given saving faith, 
and we must increase our living faith, in expectation 
that God will give us the manifestation of intercessory 
faith. The first two we must have; the third we may 
have. 


5. The Faith 

The final facet of faith seen in the Scriptures is 
that which embodies the total revelation of Christian 
belief and practice. Called simply “the faith,” it is 
that body of truth established by Christ, expounded 
by the apostles, and believed by the Church. 


If ye continue in the faith grounded and 
settled, and be not moved away from the hope 
of the gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every creature which 
is under heaven; whereof I Paul am made 
a minister (Colossians 1:23). 


Rather than an individual faith, this is that body of 
truth held by all believers in Christ. Paul called it 
“the common faith” (Titus 1:4), that is, the true 
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Christian doctrine held by all His followers. This faith 
is perfected by the ministry of the Word (Ephesians 
4:13), and is to be held fast by all believers (1 Corinth- 
ians 16:13; Colossians 2:7; Philippians 1:27). 

Thus the broad work of faith can be seen. It is 
to be in us and we are to be in it. When it is so, it 
may be used by us for His work. We therefore should 
live in the faith, with faith in us and radiating forth 
from us. 

Nothing less than this is sufficient for our lives and 
service for Him. 


* ¢ * 


After having considered these five facets of faith, 
it should be pointed out in conclusion that every ex- 
pression of faith should be rooted in love. Regardless 
of how great it may be, all our faith is useless with- 
out, and inferior to, love. That is the meaning of 
Paul, who said, 


And though I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, and all knowl- 
edge; and though I have all faith, so that I 
could remove mountains, and have not charity, 
I am. nothing (1 Corinthians 13:2). 


It has been wisely said that “faith makes the Chris- 
tian, but love proves him,” and “faith makes things 
possible, but love makes them easy.” 

Faith that does not work in and by and with love 
is not faith at all. Working together, these two graces 
form the foundaton of all Christian experience. They 
are the bedrock of all reality. 

But love is too great to be discussed briefly here. 
A study of it must come later.

FTER TAKING inventory 
ve of why we love the Church, 

let us be sure that we are 
on firm footing. Is the Church 
right or wrong? 

The Church is right in its foun- 
dation. In Matthew 17:24-27, Jesus 
gives a beautiful story of two 
builders, one of whom was wise and 
the other foolish. The wise built on 
the rock while the foolish built on 
the sand. The same Jesus who gives 
this story is the One who said, “Up- 
on this rock I will build my church” 
(Matthew 16:18). With or without 
an analysis of this word, rock, these 
statements of our Lord inspire me 
to repose in Him full confidence 
that He is a Master Builder equal 
‘ to the task of building a Church 
against which the gates of hell 
shall not prevail. From Minot, Mas- 
sachusetts, comes this story of a 
lighthouse keeper who was accost- 
ed one morning by certain citi- 
zens, who said, “Sir, we hear that 
the lighthouse was wrecked in the 
storm last night.” To this he re- 
plied, “Gentlemen, it is true that 
we had a terrific storm. The waves 
were the highest, the winds were 
the fiercest, the lightnings were the 


“Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for |; 


sharpest, and the thunderings were 
the loudest that I have ever wit- 
nessed, but the lighthouse did not 
shake.” Praise God! The Church 
has weathered the storms of the 
ages because it is built on the 
ROCK. There have been storms of 
persecutions, oppression and tur- 
moil, storms within and without, 
but to the glory of Him who said, 
“Upon this rock,” the Church 
stands unshaken as a lighthouse to 
show lost mankind the way. 

The Church is right in its mem- 
bership. The Church is not com- 
prised of those who have been en- 
dorsed because of standings of 
worldly measure, but of those who 
have met the Saviour. Some may 
question, “How can the Church be 
right in its membership when some 
members are bad, mediocre, good, 
and extra good?” Contrary to the 
thought of some, the Church 
makes no claims of being a society 
of perfected ones. The word, saint, 
does not suggest perfection. Be- 
cause we are not perfect but have 
perfection as our goal, “he gave 
some, apostles; and some, proph- 
ets; and some, evangelists; and 
some, pastors and teachers; For the’

perfecting of the saints” (Ephe- 
sians 4:11, 12). While in the Church 
there are some who by careless 
living embarrass the cause, there 
are others who by their lives be- 
come Al examples of the marvel- 
ous grace of God. 

It is right that the strong should 
bear the infirmities of the weak. 
Not only is the Church like the 
army on the firing line, but it has 
its hospital in which the ill and 
wounded are cared for until they 
are restored. It is right that we 
forgive each other so that God can 
forgive us. Jesus taught that we 
should forgive our neighbors 490 
times. If you have this forgiving at- 
titude, you may be sure that God 
would not ask that we do more 
than He will do. God is good. He 
will forgive. 

It is right that every member 
should be a minister in some ca- 
pacity. There is a plate for every- 
one in some ministry, whether it 
be preaching, teaching, praying, 
serving, witnessing, singing, or 
whatever, that the Church may go 
forward. Whatever the ministry, we 
are to have the same care one for 
another, and move with the heart- 
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throb of the Master, whose chief 

concern was for the one outside 

the fold. 

“But none of the ransomed ever 
knew 


How deep were the waters crossed, 

Or how dark was the night 

That the Lord passed through, 

Ere He found the sheep that was 
lost.” 


The Church is right in its mes- 
sage. The message of the Church 
is the Bible, the story of redemp- 
tion. 


The Church introduced me to the 
Bible. I entered the portals of Gen- 
esis and walked down its long cor- 
ridors to view the portraits of the 
Greats of the Old Testament: Abra- 
ham, Isaac, Jacob and others. Then 
I found myself in the music room, 
where I heard the lamenting tones 
of Jeremiah and the fiery strains 
of Isaiah, as they seemed to be 
blended together upon the great 
organ of God as it was played by 
David, the sweet singer of Israel. 
Then I went to the business room 
of Proverbs, and on to the chapel 
of Ecclesiastes where the voice of 
the Preacher is heard. Then I 
visited the conservatory to observe 
the Rose of Sharon and the Lily 
of the Valley, and some of their 
fragrance added sweetness and 
beauty to my own life. Then I went 
to the observatory, where there are 
telescopes long and short, all of 
which are trained upon the Star 
of the East that arose over the 
Judean hills, to show lost man the 
way. On I went to the audience 
room of the King to consider the 
works of Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John, then to the Acts where I 
observed the operation of the Spir- 
it, as He forms the infant Church. 
On I traveled to the recording room 
to read the letters of Peter, Paul, 
Jude, and John, then, finally, I ar- 
rived at the throne room of Reve- 
lation, the beauty and splendor of 
which is exceeded only by the ma- 
jestic giory of Him who sat on the 
throne. As I observed Him, I fell 
to my knees to exclaim in the words 
of the poet, 


“All Hail, the power of Jesus’ name! 
Let angels prostrate fall. 

Bring forth the royal diadem 
And crown Him, Lord of ail, 
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“Ye chosen ones of Israel’s race 
Ye ransomed of the Lord 
Praise Him who saved us by His 
grace 
And crown Him Lord of all.” 


My friends, the apostles told the 
story of Jesus while chains rattled 
on their wrists and kings’ knees 
trembled. Martyrs declared it in 
flames of fire in which they died. 
Christians, on death beds, have 
told it while visions of rapture 
burst on their sight. Ministers and 
missionaries have told it on nearly 
every road and lane of the world. 
It has been told in the tiny church- 
es of the villages and in the great 
cathedrals of the cities. Every- 
where you go this story has been 
told: told by lisping, stammering 
tongues like mine; told by golden- 





voiced orators, and silvery-tongued 
preachers. The story of the grace 
of God has been chiseled in marble, 
painted on canvas, recited in the 
doxology of the great congrega- 
tions, and sung in the simple songs 
of the people. It has been told in 
printer’s ink and dramatized on the 
stage. Perhaps your mother, like 
mine, sang it to you as a lullaby 
as she rocked you to sleep. This 
story has been told until dry bones 
have lived; it has been told until 
the lost have been found; it has 
been told until sinners have been 
saved; it has been told until sick 
ones have been healed; and it will 
continue to be told until this cursed 
world is turned again into the 
paradise of God. 

Whether told by the skilled or 
unskilled, there is power in the 
message. One preacher expressed it 
this way: “I did not know anything 
about the art of preaching, but I 
knew I had the call of God and 
there was the congregation expect- 


ing to hear me. So I took my Bible 
and went out into the ‘pine thicket.’ 
There I would pray and then read 
the Bible until I found a place 
that kindled a fire in my soul. I 
would put a piece of pine bark in 
there, and pray and read some 
more until I found a place that was 
like an oasis in a desert. I would 
put a piece of pine bark in there, 
and then I would pray and read 
some more until I got shoutin’ 
happy, and I would put another 
piece of pine bark in there. I tell 
you, when I went to church at 
night, my Bible looked like a por- 
cupine, but I would preach and cry 
and the pine bark would fly and 
souls would be saved.” The Church 
is right in its message, the message 
of redemption. 

The Church is right in its mes- 
sions. Jesus said, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” Christ’s policy pro- 
poses the whole gospel for the 
whole man for the whole world. Dr. 
Oswald Smith raises the question, 
“Does any man have the right to 
hear the gospel twice until every 
man has heard it once?” 

In Kingston, Jamaica, a little 
boy about nine or ten years old, 
approached me. His cheeks were 
pinched and his abdomen was 
swelled because of malnutrition. 
With pleading eyes and out- 
stretched hand, he said, “Me hun- 
gry, Sir, me hungry.” I gave him the 
penny for which he begged and 
watched him go to a bake shop 
and return with a sweet roll to 
satisfy his hunger. I was happy be- 
cause the little boy was happy, but 
my soul breathed, “Oh God, this 
boy is representative of thousands 
who are hungry and need bread, 
but the greater need is the many 
thousands, even millions, who die 
for the want of the wonderful 
Words of Life.” 

How can we envision Calvary 
without concern for the world for 
which Christ died? It is right for 
the young man and wife to say 
“Good-by” to loved ones and home 
land, and carry the Light. It is 
right also that we support them. 


“Til everybody knows, ’til every- 
body knows, 

Til everybody knows the story of 
God’s love.”

THE MAGNETISM OF CHRIST @ €

HE FOUR hundred years 
} that extended from the 
closing of Malachi until the 
beginning of the New Testament 
were as a long, dark, starless night 
to the children of Israel. God had 
shut up the heavens and refused 
to speak to His people. Prophets 
shouting their message of “Thus 
saith the Lord” were of the past. 
Certainly, there was religion, but 
it consisted of no more than a dry 
and formal manner of worshiping 
God. While walking down the cob- 
blestone streets of Jerusalem, you 
could have seen the richly robed 
Pharisees standing on the street 
corners reading their prayers, not 
to reach the heart of God but to 
appear religious in the eyes of the 
people. 

The Saducees had become en- 
tangled politically with the Ro- 
man government, and many of the 
priests had never experienced a 
close walk with the God they were 
trying to give to others. These 
groups had most of the elements 
necessary to make up religion in- 
cluding teachers, preachers and 
beautiful houses of worship, yet 
they lacked the most necessary 
and essential thing. They did not 
have God nor the manifestation of 
His Spirit. When God and the 
Holy Spirit are taken out of re- 
ligion, it becomes formal and 
unattractive. It has no incentive to 
draw the hearts of the people. 


In the midst of this spiritual 
drought, a new name began to 
spread like wildfire over the coun- 
tryside. This man from Nazareth, 
who bore the name of Jesus Christ, 
had attracted people by the hun- 
dreds and thousands. There seemed 
to be some magnetic force about 
him that compelled many to 
come and hear His simple message. 
Many came that had never before 
been interested in religion of any 
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kind. Jesus preached an aston- 
ishing doctrine and spoke with 
such authority that people could 
not help but believe Him. This was 
quite a contrast from the sermons 
the people were accustomed to 
hearing from the religious leaders 
of that day. 

No doubt, many began to try to 
understand why the multitudes 
sought Christ night and day. One 
probably tried to accredit His suc- 
cess to His birth. But, surely, that 
could not be the reason, for He 
was born in an ox stall and was 
laid in a manger. Another came 
up with the idea that this man 
was probably wealthy and that 
the people were following Him be- 
cause of His riches. This theory 
was liquidated with Christ’s own 
words. He had said Himself that 
He did not have a place to lay His 
head much of the time. “Perhaps 
it is His associates,” remarked an- 
other. It could not be that, for He 
was born a carpenter’s son and His 
closest friends were ignorant fish- 
ermen. The religious leaders were 
dumbfounded! Why did the multi- 
tudes seek this poor stranger con- 
tinually? What was it about Christ 
that made Him the greatest mag- 
netic force that ever existed? 





THE FIRST SECRET to 
the magnetism of Christ was that 
He aroused the minds and hearts of 
the people. 


First, He stirred their curiosity 
It was somewhat a strange thing 
to see the lame receiving the 
strength to walk again, the blind 
receiving their sight and the deaf 
receiving their hearing. Such 
things as water turning into wine 
and a dead man living again after 
being in the grave for four days 
were just about too much for some 
of them. They could hold back no 
longer! They must, out of curiosity, 
go and see this strange, but won- 
derful, man. 


Second, Christ’s love for man- 
kind and His willingness to help 
them kindled a fire of admiration 
in the hearts of many. When a 
certain woman kneeled and washed 
the Lord’s feet with a precious per- 
fume, many skeptics standing 
nearby thought it was a very 
foolish act. To this woman, noth- 
ing could be too precious or costly 
to be offered to her Lord. Admira- 
tion and adoration for Christ were 
her motives in this humble act. 

During World War II many 
young men from Japan entered 
what they called a “suicide plane” 
and flew it into an enemy ship. 
They sacrificed their own lives 
and future because of their love 
and care for the homeland. They 
showed their admiration through 
the medium of sacrifice. When the 
Lord really becomes near and dear 
to our hearts, there will be such 
an admiration aroused in our 
hearts that we will not hesitate to 
offer ourselves as a living sacrifice 
to the purpose of Christ. 


Third, His holy way of life 
caused many to see themselves as 
sinners and made them realize 
their need of God 

















The woman with the issue of 
blood, after hearing of Christ, came 
to three realizations. She realized 
she had a need; she realized no 
mortal could supply that need; 
and she realized that Christ was 
the Great Physician and would 
heal her if she could only touch 
Him. When we see Christ in His 
fullness, it causes us to realize just 
how much we do need His help 
in our everyday life. It helps us to 
realize that our works or the works 
of any other mortal cannot supply 
those spiritual needs and lead us 
to eternal life. He can do any- 
thing we are willing to believe He 
can do. He is the Great Physician, 
whether the case is a sin-sick soul, 
a spiritual problem or an afflicted 
physical body. 


Fourth, He caused the unpar- 
doned to realize their need of sal- 
vation. For instance, go with me 
to one man who lived during the 
ministry of Christ. This particular 
man had at one time no doubt, 
had a family, a good job, a re- 
spectable name and an unmarred 
reputation. Sin finally stole all 
these wonderful gifts and blessings 
from his life. He was brought be- 
fore the officials and tried as a 
thief. He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to die on a cross on Gol- 
gotha. This dreaded day of shame 
too soon became a reality to him. 
As they were putting him on the 
cross, he painfully relived his life 
through the scattered thoughts 
that were racing through his mind. 
He had lost his family, his name, 
his reputation, his character and 
now was going to lose his life. 
Worst of all, his soul was lost. 
There were no friends nearby to 
speak comforting words to this vic- 
tim of sin. But, in this hour of 
darkness and despair, he noticed 
a jeering mob gathered around a 
man they called the King of Jews. 
Though they plucked His beard, 
slapped His face or spit in His eyes, 
this man never muttered a word. 
There was no fight or struggle 
with the cruel and. hardhearted 
soldiers who were carrying out the 
punishment. The thief observed 
closely as this strange king only 
prayed for the soldiers as they 
pierced his hands and feet. After 
watching the terrible crucifixion of 


Christ, this thief was finally con- 
vinced that this man was the Son 
of God. There was something that 
this dying man possessed that made 
a hardened sinner’s heart want to 
beg for forgiveness. Beholding the 
face of Christ, the thief cried for 
mercy saying, “Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy king- 
dom.” 


THE SECOND secret to 
the magnetism of Christ lies with- 
in the personality of the Lord Him- 
self, 


The first noticeable things about 
Christ was that He sought man 
first! He sought out the sick, the 
needy and the lost long before 
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they ever thought of calling on 
Him. The man of Gadara, the man 
at the pool of Bethesda and many 
others would have never found de- 
liverance had Jesus not taken it 
upon Himself to pass their way. 
The entire human race would still 
be helplessly bound by the shackles 
and fetters of sin and would be 
doomed eternally had not Christ 
taken it upon Himself to pass our 
way and die that we might be 
saved. This one thing has played a 
great part in the power of Chris- 
tianity throughout the ages—an 
innocent, holy man dying willingly 
and gladly for a people who had 
turned their backs upon His fath- 
er and who loved sin better than 
the holiness of the Lord. 


This one thing should convince 
you that GOD CARES FOR YOU. 
The second attractive thing 
about Christ was His promises. He 





promised His followers everything 
from salvation and deliverance over 
sin to a home in God’s eternal 
city. He made what many thought 
of as broad statements. His pro- 
mises were made in a positive at- 
titude to those who were willing 
to meet the conditions. “Ask, 
and it shall be given to you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you.” This 
verse, Matthew 7:7, illustrates for 
us the promises of Christ. God 
promised to save you, sinner! Ac- 
cept it! God promised to baptize 
you with the Spirit, believer. Ac- 
cept it! The Lord promised to heal 
you if you are sick. Claim it! Why 
be a pauper in spiritual blessings 
when Christ has promised YOU 
the desires of your heart. 


The third attractive thing about 
Christ was His power to supply 
their needs. He did not promise 
them something he was unable to 
fulfill. He said, “... All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth” (Matthew 28:18). He has 
power over sin, sickness, devils and 
any other thing that may try to 
oppose you on your route to heav- 
en. If you have received the Holy 
Ghost, you need not fear anything, 
for with God’s Spirit within our 
lives we can move mountains if 
we will but use the power He gave 
us. 
This entire message could be 
brought down to a few simple 
terms. As a piece of metal is 
drawn to a magnet, mankind 
through his sufferings, spiritual 
needs and desires for happiness 
is drawn toward Christ. The sinner 
is praying for repentance because 
he sees in Christ forgiveness he 
could find nowhere else. The af- 
flicted seek the Lord for healing 
because they are attracted to Him 
by His promises that He would 
heal them. There is enough of God 
in every man to draw Him to Christ 
if he will but yield to the urge to 
do so. 


Let us forget things that would 
hinder us from drawing near to 
the Lord and free ourselves from 
the things that so easily beset us, 
allowing Christ to take us into His 
arms and speak to us the words of 
forgiveness, healing and comfort 
that we need in times like these.

During this pas- 
torate he was the first director of 
the radio broadcast of the Assem- 
blies of God. He continued in this 
capacity, joining the staff on a full 
time basis in 1947 and remaining as 
director until 1949. 

Besides directing over-all activi- 
ties of the Assemblies of God, Rev. 
Zimmerman is a member of the 
Boards of Directors of Evangel 
College and Central Bible Institute, 
two schools of higher education of 
the denomination. He also serves 
on the Board of Elders of Central 
Assembly of God, the largest church 
in the headquarters city. 

Outside the Assemblies of God, 
Rev. Zimmerman is active in the 
National Religious Broadcasters of 
which he is a former president and 
vice-president. He is president of 
the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals, a group of some forty de- 
nominations. Prior to his election 





as president he had served as vice- 
president and a member. of the ad- 
ministration and executive boards.

Ministers Protest Vice, 
Threaten to Leave Town 


NEWPORT, Ky. (EP)—Unless 
this city’s vice conditions are 
cleaned up in another year, min- 
isters of the Newport Ministerial 
Association have indicated their 
belief that they “might as well 
move to Las Vegas.” 


Their general decision to leave 
town unless matters improve came 
at a meeting in which they de- 
termined to extend their long and 
largely fruitless fight against vice 


‘in this northern Kentucky center 


for another year. 


Said one minister: “If after 
another year we haven’t won, we 
might as well move to Las Vegas.” 


Another observed that there are 
more churches needing ministers 
than ministers needing churches. 
Said he: “We won’t starve.” 

The clergymen have charged 
that prostitution, liquor and gam- 
bling operations in Newport are 
run by a “Cleveland syndicate.” 
They maintain that Newport of- 
ficials generally turn their heads 
at conditions and that state of- 
ficials are largely ineffective be- 
cause of the tradition that state 
police can only move into a town 
at the invitation of local officers. 

But the ministers feel that some 
of their pressure on city officials 
is beginning to take effect. They 
noted that slot machines have 
almost vanished from Newport in 


recent months and that police 
have raided several establishments, 
arresting gamblers and prostitutes. 


U.S. Catholic Population to 
Double in 30 Years? 

NEW YORK (EP)—Dr. Donald 
N. Barrett, a Notre Dame Univer- 
sity sociologist, has predicted that 
the Catholic portion of the popula- 
tion of the United States may 
double in 30 years. 

This country’s Catholic popula- 
tion is “growing minimally twice 
as fast as the general population,” 
he said, and should double to more 
than 86 million in three decades. 
He said there are now an es- 
timated 43,650,000 American Cath- 
olics—about 25 per cent of the 
total population. 

Addressing the 22nd annual con- 
vention of the American Catholic 
Sociological Society at Fordham 
University here, he noted that 
while the general population of the 
U.S. had increased 16.6 per cent 
betWeen 1950 and 1959, the num- 
ber. of Catholics had risen 35.8 per 
cent in the same period. 

“In other words,” he said, ‘41.1 
per, cent of the total United States 
growth was derived from the Cath- 
olic sector of the population.” 

Reasons for the Catholic pop- 
ulation growth? Dr. Barrett lists 
higher birth and lower death rates, 
a rise in adult baptisms and the 
arrival of Puerto Ricans, Mexicans 
and displaced persons. 


Volumes of Atheistic 
Literature Sweep East Germany 


BERLIN (EP)—Bookstores and 
newsstands in East Germany are 
sprouting new types of atheistic 
literature in ever-increasing vol- 
umes, Roman Catholic sources 
here report. They said the publica- 
tions include books and pamphlets 
by contemporary Communist au- 
thors and reprints of “classics” by 
German and foreign atheists. 

Most of the literature reportedly 
condemns religion as a medieval 
superstition, attacks Catholic and 
Protestant churches alike, and is 
sold at extremely low prices. 

Bulk of the material is printed 
by the Urania Publishing House in 
Leipzig, which apparently has been 
assigned the special task of putting 
out anti-religious publications.
